Political friendship between — these 
great English-speaking nations would 
be the most glorious association of 
free nation the world has ever seen, 

In common with the other Unionist 
papers, however, the Telegraph _at- 
tuches equal importance to Mr. Bal-| 
four’s argument in the same speech 
that the idea of universal arbitration 
is visionary, and that an Anglo- 
American treaty would in no way 
change Great Britain’s relations with 
Europe, and would not justify any re- 
duction of the British naval strength,

Reorganization Must be Done Slowly | 


Glasgow.—The Herald says 
Great Britain and her four daughter 
nations would find it difficult to work

Colonel Fitzzibbon Ancestor of Farm. 
ers’ Bank Accountant. | 


Those who have followed the down: | 
fall of the Farmers’ Bank will remem- | 
ber that the beginning of the end was 
certain litigation before the High 
Court sitting at Lindsay, Ont., Sh 
which three former employes of the 
bank were prosecuted for conspiracy, 
but who were honorably acquitted. | 

In those proceedings, and in the’ 
later one, a principal witness was the 
cl..cf accountant of the bank, named 
Fitzgibbon. The presiding judge com- 
plimented him upon the transparent 
candor and unquestionable honesty of 
his testimony. The witness, said the 
judge, ought to be an honest man from 
the fact that his forebear was the hero 
of Beaver Dam, who, with Laura Se- 
cord, eae to be held in the highest 
honor, hat generous reference by 
Mr. Justice Harding recalls two re 
markuble and very important events 
in Cr ‘dian history, and one of the 
most ...teresting characters of which 
thit history contains an accaunt. 

The victory at Beaver Dam that 
made Colonel Fitzgibbon famous, is 
too well-known to need recital here, 
and the memory of that remarkable 
affair has been renewed by sketches 
of Laura Secord published during the 
past few months. It will be remem. 
bered that, in the early summer of 
1813, the Americans were in posses- 
sion of Fort George, situated at the 
mouth of the Niagara River on the 
Canadian side, An advance was made 
towards Hamilton, but it was checked 
by the night attack at Stoney Creek 
in which 1,400 Americans were de- 


who captured two generals, four can- | 
non, and 120 men. The American ad- | 
vance party then fell back towards 
the Niagara River. 

Shortly after that victory a British 
outpost on this frontier was a stone 
house at Beaver Dam, about 17 miles 
west of Fort George, held by Fits 
gibbon and forty-seven men reinfore- 
ed by a number of Indians, the en- 
tire force of regulars, militiamen and 
[ndians making all told 310. Laura 
Secord, whose maiden name was In- 
gersoll, and whose husband was then 
lying wounded in his home at Queen- 
ston, hearing that the AMericane in- 
tended to s"rprise Fitzgibbon, tramp- 
ed at nighi alone through the fore-¢ 
to warn Fitzgibbon of the impending 
attack, The warning was turned to 
zood. account. The Americans were 
surrounded, and so confused did they 
become in the wilderness that they 
surrendered to a force very much 
smaller than their own, The heroine 
of Beaver Dam was Laura Secord, 
but great credit is due Fitzgibbon for 
the manner in which he made use of 
the information carried to him by the 
brave woman, for the resourcefulness 
displayed in meeting the crisis, and 
for the courage and dash with which 
he carried out his plan, and who-e 
successful issue made Beaver Dam 
one o the most brilliant events of the 
war. F

WHAT’S LIKE HIM? 


The West Mourns the Loss of Or 
Lundy of Portage. 


Dr. Frank B. Lundy, otf Portage la 
Prairie, died a few weeks ago. A 
short time before his death he drove 
fifty miles across prairie, got caught 
in a blizzard. and slept all night un- 
der his upturned cutter. Such an ex. 
perience was no novelty to Dr. Lundy 
He belonged to the swift-passing type 
of prairie doctor that went the trails 
before there were railroads, In all 
Manitoba there was no character bet- 
ter known, He went to Portage in| 
1882 when the caravans of Red River | 
carts came honking up from Fort 
Garry en route to Edmonton, Battle. 
ford and Calgary. Portage, now the 
junction point of four railways, three 
of them transcontinentals, was then 
the point where the old trails diverg- 
ed. Dr. Lundy knew every trail, every 
coulee and every hill in that part of 
Manitoba. He was a young man when 
he started trailing; had spent a short , 
while in Bruce County, Ontario, after 
graduuting from Trinity in 1880, In 
the twenty-seven years of his trailing 
he saw many changes; more trans: 
formations in the country than in the 
science of medicine, He was a char 
acteristic “old-timer,” who knew as 
much about Indians ae about white | 
men. To doctor up a sick man best | 
of a hundred miles away was part af | 

' 


Dr. Lundy's practical religion, He 
was never known to send a patient 4 | 
bill; and he was never known to need 
money. 

But one morning this “Dr. Me. | 
Clure,” of the prairie, was found dead | 
in his office With a score of doctors | 
in the town where once his had been | 
the only shingle, he just quit—and | 


feel the click of his horse’s hoofs 
again. 

The citizens of Portage were deep: 
ly interested in Dr. Lundy. There is 
much talk of a handsome stone me. 
morial in the form of a statue, to 
adorn a public square in the town. If 
this act of benevolence is carried out, 
it will be but a feeble echo of the long 
line of benevolences practiced unos- 
tentatiously by Dr. Lundy.

He_ practiced a 
short time in Bruce County, Ont., 
going to Portage la Prairie in 1882. 
He lived there continuously until his 
death.

LATE DAVID BOYLE HAD WORLD. 
WIDE FAME. 


Provincial Archaeologist, Who Died 
Recently In Toronto After an IIl- 
ness of Two Years, Was at First 


a Blacksmith’s Apprentice But 
Rose to a High Place as an 
Ethnologist. 


The well-known provincial archaeo- 
logist, Dr. David Boyle, passed away 


recently ut his home in Toronto, after | 


a long illness. The late Dr. Boyle 
was one of the best known ethnolog- 


| ists in America and as he made sev. 


eral valuable discoveries his name 
was known throughout the scientific 
world. In recognition of his eminent 
services in the field of science, he re- 
ceived in June, 1909, the degree of 
doctor of laws from Toronto Univer 
sity. The conferring of the degree 
took place at Dr. Boyle’s home ae 
illness prevented him from attend. 
ing the regular convocation of the 
university 

The late David Boyle was born in 


» lor 


Greenock, Renfrewshire, Scotland, in | 


1842, und came to Canada in 1856. He 
wus at first apprenticed to a black. 
smith but later became a_ school 
teacher and for 10 years was principal 
of Elora public school. In that town 
he founded a museum which is still 
the most important of its kind in 
Ontario. On leaving Elora he pre 
sented his valuable collection of In-

dian relics to the Canadian Institute, 
Toronto, and it has formed the nu 


cleus of its archaeological museuin 
one of the finest on the American 
continent. Many honors were con 


ferred upon Dr. Boyle during his life 
time. e represented Ontario at the 
World’s Fair in Chicago in 189% 
he was in charge of the 
exhibit; in 1900 he 
represented Ontario at the British 
Science Association in England; in 
1906 he was chosen a vice-president ot 
the Internutional Congress of Ameri 
in Quebec; in 1907 he was 


the Society of Anthropology, Ethno. 
logy and Comparative Psychology of 
Italy and in 1908 the ‘‘Cornplanter” 
medal was conferred upon him by th 
Cayuga, N.Y., Historical Society. He 
was the third mun to receive thir 
bonor. 

The late Dr. Boyle was a prolific 
writer and was an acknowledged 
authority on archaeological mutter- 
relating to Ontario, being recognized 
as such the world over, Under the 
pen name ot ‘Andrew McSparkle” he 
contributed prose and poetry in 
Scotch dialect, to the Scottish-Ameri 
can of New York. He also wrote fur 
Grip and the Moon.

Art Critic's Wholehearted Praise. 

The early life of Mr. Frank Short, 
A.R.A., president of the Royal So- 
ciety of Painter-Etchers, who has 
been elected an academician engrav- 
er, was spent at Stourbridge, Eng., 
where for some time he attended the 
School of Art, but this was rather 
with a view to attaining proficiency 
in civil engineering. owever, by 
degrees, the desire for freedom of 
line superseded his ambition to shine 
at mechanical draughtsmanship. 
Twenty-seven years ago he_ entered 
the National Art Training School and 
the Westminster School of Art, where 
he studied under Professor Ted 
Brown, and two years later he be- 
came a full member of the Painters- 
Etchers. 

Then came his magnificent mezzo- 
tints of the late G. F, Wuatts’s most 
fumous pictures, and his masterly 
interpretations of the old English 
school of water-colorists. Next came 
his plates completing Turner's “Liber 
S:udiorum,” which elicited from Rus- 
kin the highest possible praises. 
“You ure doing all these things sim- 
ply as well as they couid be done,” 
wrcte the great art critic, ‘and I be- 
lieve Turner has got through Purga- 
tory by this time and his first stage 
in Paradise is at your elbow.”
